On this occasion the Swedish vessel had lost 
someone overboard and when Trott learnt of it the ship had not attempted to 
save the person who by now was two to three miles astern. Trott abused the 
captain of the ship for his lack of humanity and then set sail in the direction 
of the missing person. Eventually, with the aid of a glass, he discovered the 
object of his search. Once he reached the spot he jumped overboard and 
rescued the unhappy boy of the ship even though the water at the time froze 
as it entered the boat. 


Deal is a town on the English coast just north of Dover. The Deal Boatmen 
were regularly called upon to effect rescues of people when ships were savaged 
by storms or ran aground on the Goodwin Sands. William Trott was one 
such boatman who conducted many rescues over the years. His luck ran out 
when he was drowned by the capsizing of his boat during a heavy gale on 
the night of 27 August 1851 off Dungeness. News reports stated that few 
men in his station of life had shown greater heroism than him, who, during 
his life spent in peril, had saved hundreds from that death which it has been 
his own fate to meet.

The above rhinoceros horn was brought to Australia by David Lennox Croshier in about 1916-20. Mr Croshier, also recorded as Crozier, prospected for 
gold and was lucky enough to discover a large deposit at Mount David, NSW in the late 1800s. He established the Mount David Gold Mining Company that 
employed over 300 men and he operated the mine from 1906 until 1916. In that year he sold the company to another nearby mining operation. 


After selling his company he travelled to America, then Europe and finally East Africa. It was in Africa that he engaged in the legal hunting of exotic animals 
and one of his trophies was a rhinoceros. There were no laws or hunting restrictions in place at the time and when he returned to Australia he legally brought 
with him the rhino's large black horn that is 36cm long and weighs two kilograms. The horn has remained in his family ever since and ownership has now 
passed on to his great grandson. 


Under current Australian law the horn of a rhinoceros can only be exported if it pre-dates the Convention on International Trade in Endangered Species of 
Wild Fauna and Flora (CITES) of 1975, an international agreement between governments aimed at ensuring that international trade in wild animals and plants 
does not threaten the species survival. A Pre-Convention certificate can be issued but only after the item has been sold to an overseas buyer. A certificate is not 
required if the item is sold to a domestic buyer. 


If the horn is to be exported then a radio-carbon report of the horn has to be obtained which must show that the rhinoceros was deceased prior to 1957. The 
great grandson, the current owner, has recently arranged for this radio-carbon report and documentation has been received from the government organisation, 
ANSTO (Australia's Nuclear Science and Technology Organisation), confirming that 'the horn was determined to have come from an animal that died before 
- 1957". 


If the horn is to be exported then an application has to be made by the new owner to the Department of Agriculture, Water and the Environment who will 
already have a copy of the results of the testing of the horn conducted by ANSTO.

Military officer, Brevet-Major James Taylor (1785-1829), arrived at Sydney on 9 August 1817 in the convict transport Matilda with the 48th (Northamptonshire)

his tour of duty in Sydney he presented a long memorandum to the royal commissioner, J.T. Bigge, about the defences of Port Jackson, favouring South Head 
rather than Governor Macquarie's choice of Bennelong Point.

Per CNG: "Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 
688 BC by Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become, by the turn of the Sth 
century BC, the most influential state on the island. In 485 BC, its ruler, Gelon, 
seized Syracuse and transferred his capital there, taking with him many of 
the leading citizens of the city. His brother Hieron, later tyrant Hieron I of 
Syracuse, was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachms began to be struck at Gela 
circa 480/75 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal denomination of 
its coinage, and remaining so down to the time of the destruction of the city 
by Carthaginian invaders in 405 BC.

The Sicilian city of Katane (modern Catania) was a Chalkidian colony 
founded from Naxos in 729 BC. Katane was located midway along the 
eastern coast of the island at the southern extremity of the slopes of Mount 
Aetna. Its fertile territory was coveted by neighbouring Syracuse and in 476 
BC the Syracusan tyrant Hieron I removed the population of Katane to the 
inland city of Leontini. Katane was then given the name of Aetna and re- 
peopled with Syracusan citizens and a group of Dorian mercenaries. On the 
fall of the Sicilian tyrannies in the late 460s BC, the alien population was 
expelled and the former inhabitants of Katane returned from exile in Leontini 
to reclaim their city, which now reverted to its original name. It seems unlikely 
that any coinage was produced at Katane prior to the events of 476 BC, so 
any issues bearing the name of the Katanians must postdate the restoration 
of the original population in 461 BC (courtesy of Nomos).

A most interesting coin as this tetradrachm coin type was treasured by several 
religious foundations in the Middle Ages as one of the actual 'Thirty Pieces' 
of silver which were accepted by Judas Iscariot for the betrayal of Christ 
(Matt XXVI, 15). In the middle ages the appearance of this coin from the 
Greek world showed, to the uninitiated, several 'proofs' of identification. The 
obverse of these coins shows a facing head of the sun god Helios surrounded 
by rays of light and to some medieval minds, this clearly was the head of 
Christ himself wearing the crown of thorns! The reverse type, a rose, was 
thought of as the rose of Sharon - symbolizing the Resurrection. The rose is 
actually the emblem of Helios and a punning allusion the the name of the 
mint, Rhodes (which is Greek for rose). These 'Judas Pennies' as they are 
sometimes called would hardly have been current in quantity in Palestine 
so long after their issue but an odd one or two might have appeared on 
the money changers tables at the time of Christ and during the following 
centuries.

The diadem with cross is a well known symbol for royalty. The hint of 
the interpretation of this symbol is provided in the Babylonian Talmud. 
(Kerithoth 5,2 "Our rabbis have taught: In anointing kings one draws the 
figure of a crown (diadem) and with the priest in the shape of the letter 
chi' (cross)."). This symbolism is similar to a group of the coins issued by 
Herod. Herod was not a priest he but may have used his coinage to describe 
symbolically the co-operation between the kingship (the diadem) and the 
priesthood (chi or cross). The coins probably indicate the removal of the 
high priesthood from the hands of the previous dynasty by Herod and the 
subsequent investiture of a priest under government control. Consequently 
Herod had some association with the priesthood.

The coinage of M. Atius Balbus is found only in southwestern Sardinia 
and much has been written on it. The series is generally poorly struck and 
often worn. Some barbarous specimens are also known. Balbus probably 
was the provincial governor after Octavian's occupation of Sardinia in 38 
B.C. Grant believed that Balbus was the founder of Uselis. RPC lists many 
examples in various collections.

In The Daily Telegraph, Wednesday 17 January 1900, page 8 it was reported as follows. 
'Officers Leaving For The War 


Captain Charles Godfrey Anderson, who goes as lieutenant with the Mounted Infantry unit, holds his commission in "B" battery of the New South Wales 
Field Artillery. He is a native of Sweden, but has lived in this colony about 20 years. He is 37 years of age. He received his commission at the end of 1895, 
and has since passed for the rank of major. He is on the Engineers' staff as military surveyor and engineer. By profession he is a licensed surveyor. He was on 
the trigonometry staff at the Lands Office before joining the artillery, and passed an examination for draughtsman in the Lands Department. He received his 
first appointment in 1893, and was made a first lieutenant on January 31,1896.' 


In another report in The Sydney Morning Herald, Tuesday 27 June 1905, page 9 - 'In 1905 Lieutenant Anderson, who was receiving a service pension, was 
seeking compensation for wounds received when a Boer shell exploded and he was still suffering from the injuries. ' 


A further newspaper article published in The Cumberland Argus and Fruitgrowers Advocate, Saturday 8 July 1911, page 8 stated. 
'Suicide's Strange Request. 


A magisterial inquiry was held at the Court House, Hunter's Hill, in connection with the death of Charles Godfrey Anderson, aged 54, a resident of Dick- 
street. The evidence showed that deceased had been in ill health for some considerable time past, and was always in acute physical pain. On the evening of his 
death, about 7.45 p.m., deceased was lying on his bed in his room, when he called his wife from an adjoining room to put out the light. Thinking he wished to 
sleep, she complied with the request, but had hardly quitted the room when she was startled by a loud explosion, and on rushing back to ascertain the cause, 
was horrified to see her husband apparently dead, with a rifle protruding from under the bed-clothes. 


Constable Kenny, of Gladesville, was immediately informed, and proceeded at once to the scene, together with Dr. Vickers, who pronounced life extinct, the 
bullet having passed upwards through the neck into the brain, coming out through the top of the skull. The firearm used was a regulation military rifle, and 
soft nosed bullet, causing a frightful wound, and practically instantaneous death. The finding was that the deceased, Charles Godfrey Anderson, died from 
the effects of a rifle shot wound, inflicted by himself.' 


Then in The Sydney Morning Herald, Friday 20 June 1913 a memorial notice was posted. It read as follows, 'ANDERSON.-In sad but loving memory of my 


dear husband and our father, Captain Charles Godfrey Anderson, late of N.S. Wales military forces and South Africa, who departed this life June 20, 1911, 
Dick-street, Henley, Parramatta River. Inserted by his loving wife and children, Henry G. Anderson and Annie L. Reid. Sadly missed.'

It reads ;- Private L. W. Fog, of 
the New South Wales Mounted Infantry, writing from Vredefort on July 
27, says -"We are living chiefly on poultry, eggs, butter, and sometimes a 
little bread , as for our rations, we turn up our noses at them now. We have 
been doing considerable travelling: in fact we have been going all the time 
since we left Pretoria. We got to within six miles of Lindley when De Wet 
attacked our rearguard, and they came galloping into the transports, with 
the Boers after them. This left the rear unprotected, and the dismounted men, 
with Lieutenant Garvan in charge, were ordered back to stop the attack. I 
happened to be riding with Lieutenant Garvan when he got the order, so I 
went back with him, and I can assure you they gave it us hot for about half 
an hour, then we got the pom-pom on to them, and they cleared out as hard 
as they could go. In this engagement I got hit for the first time, a spent bullet 
hitting me just above the knee without, however, inflicting a wound."

Kenneth (Henry) Rowe, born on 8 July 1920 at Granville, NSW, was one of 
a number of Navy canteen staff who, although not enlisted, was required to 
sail on RAN ships. K.Rowe was serving as a Canteen Assistant on HMAS 
Sydney during its battle with the Bartolomeo Colleoni and on its return to 
Australia, fortunately for him, he left the ship at Perth, Western Australia 
before it set off on its fatal voyage where it disappeared on 20 November 
1941 after a battle with the German auxiliary cruiser HSK Kormoran in 
the waters out from Western Australia, and it remained undiscovered until 
2008 when it was found at a depth of 2,500 metres 290kms west south 
west of Carnarvon off the coast of Western Australia and 22kms from the 
sunken Kormoran. 


A brief news report in The Cumberland Argus and Fruitgrowers Advocate 
(Parramatta) on Wednesday 12 February 1941, p1 stated, 'News of the arrival 
of H.M.A.S.Sydney from the Mediterranean brought cheer to Granville 
homes. Local men among the crew include Leading Cook J.W.Fisher, of 
William-street; Able Seaman Ernest Brennan, of Arthur-street, and Canteen- 
assistant Ken Rowe, of Glen-street.' 


After leaving the Sydney, Kenneth Rowe travelled to the Northern Territory 
with his friend and while there, he enlisted on 7 January 1943 at Adelaide 
River, NT, for service in the AIF He was already a member of the militia 
in NSW (N272626) and was therefore allocated a NSW volunteer number 
of NX160493. He discharged from the AIF on 6 June 1945 as a Driver ex 
AASC 7 Military District (Northern Territory). 


Part of a news report in The Cumberland Argus and Fruitgrowers Advocate 
(Parramatta) on Wednesday 31 July 1940, pl stated, 'A terse but vivid 
description of H.M.A.S. Sydney's baptism of fire in an engagement some time 
before she sank the Italian cruiser Bartolomeo Colleoni is given by Mr. Ken 
Rowe, eldest son of Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Rowe, of Glen-street, Granville, in 
a letter to his parents. Mr. Rowe who is serving in the Sydney, wrote': "We 
have been in action. Other cruisers and us met three destroyers and sank 
one, and we picked up about forty survivors. It was very exciting while the 
shooting and chasing lasted, and to see a ship burn and sink at sea. It was 
terrible to see men wounded and dead in the water. Some people believe we 
have been sunk, but so far we have nor been hit. We have seen a few air-raids, 
and bombs dropped very close--too close to be safe." 


Born at Granville and educated at William-street Public School, Mr. Rowe is 
20 years of age, and has been in the Navy since last August. He is a canteen 
assistant, but in action acts as ammunition-carrier or medical help as required. 
Before joining the Navy he was a motor-mechanic. 


His father served with the A.I.E in the Great War. A member of the Mt. 
Beulalh O.E.S. Auxiliary, Mrs. Rowe is an active war worker. Interviewed 
yesterday, she dismissed talk of anxiety with the remark, "There are 
thousands in the same position. I've been through it before," she added. "If 
Ken wasn't in the Navy, he'd probably have joined the A.I.F. I'm sure he 
wouldn't have stopped at home. His father would go again if he could."

Recommendation: Major H.V.P.Conrick 7th Australian Field Ambulance. On the evening of May 6th 1917 near Noreuil a wagon loaded with explosives was 
being taken forward. This wagon was hit and a huge explosion took place, drawing heavy enemy shell fire on to the spot. A man rushed to Major Conrick 
for assistance and reported that a hundred men had been killed or wounded by the explosion. Major Conrick immediately collected bearers and led them to 
the scene of the accident. He personally attended to the wounded and directed the bearers in the open under heavy shell fire until all the wounded had been 
safely removed. 


The signed statement of Capt. G.A.Hunt 1st Aust. Field Amb. is attached. 


During the severe fighting near Bullecourt Major Conrick was in charge of the Advanced Collecting Post near Noreuil from the 4th to 9th of May 1917. He 
continually moved from Post to Post under intense fire encouraging the men and arranging the relief for the bearers when exhausted. It was due to his efforts 
that the evacuation of wounded was rapidly and successfully carried on during the above days. 


This officer was in the first Australian Expeditionary Force and has served with the A.I.E throughout the Gallipoli and French campaigns. He has, at all times, 
been characterised by his good work under all circumstances.

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Horatio Victor Patrick Conrick (1882-1960), born 27May1882 at Fitzroy, 
Melbourne and educated at the Christian Brothers' School, St Kilda; 
started working as a bank clerk before studying medicine at the University 
of Melbourne (M.B., B.S., 1910); appointed Resident Medical Officer at 
Mater Misericordiae Hospital, Brisbane; 02Feb1914 commissioned Captain 
in AAMC, Citizen Forces; 20Aug1914 appointed to A.I.F. and posted to 
the 3rd Field Ambulance, AAMC; Emb.25Sep1914; served throughout the 
Gallipoli Campaign and was mentioned in dispatches in December 1915; 
appointed to 2nd AGH in Egypt Jan1916; promoted to Major 06Feb1916; 
transferred to the 3rd Australian Auxiliary Hospital and left for the Western 
Front in April; served as medical officer-in-charge, Anzac Base Details, 
and then attached to the Aust Vol Hosp in July; for the rest of 1916 held 
appointments with 2nd AGH and Sth and 7th Field Ambulances; serving 
with the latter unit when his award of the Distinguished Service Order was 
gazetted in July 1917; later that year he served with the 1st and 15th Field 
Ambulances, the 10th Casualty Clearing Station and the 24 Bn; appointed 
Temporary Lieut-Colonel and Senior Medical Officer at the 2nd Command 
Convalescent Depot in November and was again mentioned in dispatches; 
O3Apr to 24May1918 commanded 8th Field Ambulance; rank confirmed 
on 01May1918; RTA Jun1918 and appt terminated 14Aug1918; no record 
of WWII Merchant Navy service as surgeon found. 


On 12Sep1918, Conrick married Mary Frances Punch at St Mary's Catholic 
Church, North Sydney; they settled at North Sydney and he resumed medical 
practice concentrating on children's medicine; held appointments at Sydney's 
Renwick Hospital for Infants at Summer Hill from 1922 and was honorary 
consulting surgeon there from 1957 until his death; from the late 1940s he 
was Honorary Assistant Physician at the Mater Misericordiae Hospital for 
women and children at Crows Nest and for several years was New South 
Wales representative on the council of the British Medical Association; 
remained on reserves with AAMC until 1943 when he was placed on the 
retired list with the rank of Lt-Colonel; Horatio Conrick died on 18 July 
1960 and was buried in the Catholic section of Gore Hill Cemetery; In the 
Gore Hill Cemetery Biographies Volume 1, p219 it states that Conrick was 
the officiating officer at the burial service of Simpson Kirkpatrick, who was 
immortalised as "the donkey man" and 'Simpson and his donkey". 


On April 28th, 1915, Capt. Conrick, AAMC, landed on Gallipoli with 
the 3rd Field Ambulance. The soldier to become known as 'Simpson, the 
Donkey Man' was one of his stretcher bearers. Shortly before his death in 
1960, Conrick wrote with first hand knowledge of this brave and remarkable 
Australian soldier and his personal recollections were brought into the public 
domain by his daughter, Mrs Mary Rayward of Dee Why. 


In one part of these recollections Conrick wrote, 'Simpson was a very game 
man and in fact, he laughed at danger. At all times he was cheerful and a great 
favourite with his mates of the 3rd Field Ambulance. On one occasion I passed 
him in Monash Gully and called out to him, 'Look out for yourself Simmy.' 
His laughing reply came, "That bullet hasn't been made for me yet, sir.' 
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When our C.O., Colonel Alfred Sutton, a good soldier and sensible man, came 
ashore at Anzac about one week after the landing, we reported to him the 
type of work Simpson was doing, detached from the Ambulance. He replied 
he was quite agreeable he should continue, as his was an exceptional case, 
the only stipulation being that he should report at intervals to H.Q. Simpson 
came to us at times for rations, but more often he was fed by the Indian 
Mountain Battery and Jacobs Mule Train, who were camped near Monash 
Gully. They greatly admired him and would have given him anything. 


After his death, these Indians took charge of his donkey, fed it and looked 
after it. Their Medical Officer, Capt. Casey Evans (afterwards Sir Casey 
Evans) told me that he enquired of some of them if they would not lose caste 
by handling a donkey. They replied, 'What matter, sahib, it is the donkey of 
a Bahadur - a hero.' We buried Simpson in the cemetery on Brighton Beach, 
close to 'Hell-fire Corner,' a spot he had passed hundreds of times in his 
brave journeyings.'

River Herald and Northern Districts Advertiser, NSW on Tuesday 25 March 
1919, page 4 and in part it stated as follows. 


"The Coraki Girls' League welcome home social attracted a remarkably large 
gathering to the Bridge Street Hall on Friday night, every centre for miles 
around being represented. During a break in proceedings, the guests were 
taken to the platform, accompanied by a number of patriotic workers, Ald. 
L. FE Benaud (Mayor) presiding. 


The Mayor, in tendering the boys an official welcome on behalf of the 
citizens, said everyone knew what these men, in common with the rest of 
the A.I.F. had done, and that the deeds they had accomplished would live for 
all time. They did not want to take particular credit for Australia's share in 
the overthrow of militarism that would be wrong. But, in conjunction with 
the other Allied forces, they had put up a magnificent record, and helped 
to achieve a victory that would give peace not only for the rest of our days, 
but, he hoped, for generations to come. There was one thing we who lived 
now would never see another war of this magnitude. For that they had to 
thank, amongst others, the men now on the platform. 


Those to be welcomed at this gathering were Pte. Hill (an Anzac), Corporal 
L. McKinnon (another Anzac), Gunner J. Keynes, Sergt. F Flaherty (Anzac), 
Machine Gunner S. C. Pearson, Warrant-Officer R. Somers (Anzac), Sergeant

Details of the Incident: On the 25th April 1923 Mr Ogilvy, an Anzac, 
was proceeding to the Anzac Memorial Celebrations when his notice was 
attracted by a lad on the cargo wharf, Manly, calling out and waving his 
arms. It appears a boy named George R. Stuart, whilst in a fit - to which 
he is subject - fell from the wharf into about 20 feet of water. Mr Ogilvy 
climbed the gate leading to the wharf, and throwing off his coat, dived in 
and brought the boy to a cross beam under the wharf, where he supported 
him until assistance arrived. This action is rendered more meritorious by 
the fact that Mr Ogilvy suffers from a weak heart, due to his active service 
during the world war. 


Reported in The Sydney Morning Herald, Thursday 26 Apr 1923, p6 
- Gallant Rescue - While fishing from a beam beneath the Manly cargo 
wharf yesterday George Raymond Stuart, a youth, residing in Darcy-avenue, 
Lidcombe, fell into the harbour. Sergeant A.L.Ogilvy D.C.M. (sic - see note 
below), who was attending the memorial service then about to commence 
dived, fully clothed, into the water and rescued the youth, who was brought 
to the shore in a state of exhaustion. 


The medal to Archie Ogilvy was one of those presented at the annual 
meeting of the society held at the Sydney Town Hall on Monday night 17 
September 1923. The vice-chairman, Commander F.W.Hixson, presided and 
the presentations were made by Mrs Green, wife of Captain $.G.Green, the 
chairman of the society.

List 234, Signed, 
B.Cobcroft. A.A.P.C.), and that he had worn the ribbon ever since. Also he 
claimed there were other entries relating to his being a recipient of the award 
and other details supplied by him as to his entitlement. Unfortunately, after 
much investigation, he was advised that no record could be found of the 
award ever being made to him. This advice was given to him by letter on 
three occasions, on 15 March 1920, 31 March 1920 and again on 16 August 
1920. It seems that he has ignored this because it appears that he has told 
The Royal Shipwreck Relief & Humane Society that he was the recipient 
of a Distinguished Conduct Medal otherwise why would they have the post 
nominal DCM after his name.

After enlisting he left with his 
unit of medical officers from Adelaide on 25 June 1915. During his service, 
he was in charge of the safe return home of mentally affected soldiers from 
hospitals in France, Belgium, Holland, England, and South Africa. After his 
war service he managed a number of city and country practices in places 
such as Braidwood, Penrith, Parramatta, Marrickville, and Sydney. He was 
highly regarded as a specialist in phrenics, the branch of science that relates 
to the mind and also the thoracic region. He retired in 1926 and died on 
the 1 September 1948.

Pte Sheldon's mother, a former teacher at Narrabri District School, received 
a gold tribute fob from the Citizens of Narrabri and sadly, her husband had 
died on 28 September 1914 three weeks before their son, Cecil, sailed to 
war. A welcome home reception was held for four returning local soldiers 
on Monday night, 27 March 1916, by the residents of Narrabri. During the 
celebrations reference was made to Cecil Sheldon and how they all knew 
and loved him because of his manliness and good nature and remembered 
how enthusiastic he was when he enlisted. A gold medal in memory of 
Cecil Sheldon which was going to be issued to his mother was handed to 
the chairman of the function.

The enemy crossed the lines at great height, and the Australians 
climbed to cut him off. The whole squadron saw the fight from the aerodrome floor. The L.V.G. turned for home and Walker took the grave risk of attacking 
from above and behind in full sight of the German's rear gun. In just a few seconds Walker's machine was seen to fall and burst into flames. The L.V.G. was 
then forced down by Brown and Finlay to a heavy landing where it was found to have it's machine gun belts loaded with incendiary bullets.' Statement by Sgt. 
C.G.Thomas, 'Out on patrol work over Ramleh Ludd, Palestine. Walker killed the observer in the Hun machine and Fritz pilot brought his machine down in 
British Aerodrome. While Walker was still pursuing the Hun plane the Hun pilot fired explosive bullet at Walker's machine bringing it down in flames. Walker 
jumped from his machine and his body was buried at Ramleh.'

When next found he was dead with a bullet 
wound through the head but still lying in a prone position with his rifle still in a correct altitude, so you may rest assured that poor Charlie died not only 
heroically but painlessly. ' 


When asked for particulars required for the Roll of Honour of Australia in the Memorial War Museum, one of the details Charles Williams' father supplied 
was that Charles Louis Williams was the great grandson of Captain Edward Ellerker Williams 8th Dragoons, the friend of the poet, Percy Bysshe Shelley, 
with whom he was drowned July 1822.

After Lt-Gen Wynter's death the following tribute was published in The Argus (Melbourne), Thursday 8 February 1945, p5. 
'Distinguished Military Career 


Lieut-General H. D. Wynter, CB, CMG, DSO, former GOC Eastern Command, and later lieutenant-general in charge of administration at Land Headquarters, 
Melbourne, died yesterday at Heidelberg Military Hospital, after a long illness. He was 58, and had a distinguished career as a permanent soldier. 


Lieut-General Henry Douglas Wynter, a native of Queensland, joined the militia when he was 21, and began as a second lieutenant in the Wide Bay Infantry 
Regiment. He reached the rank of captain in the militia, and in 1911 transferred to the permanent forces as a lieutenant. In the last war he joined the AIF, 
with which he served in France, most of the time on General Birdwood's staff, and reached the rank of lieutenant-colonel. From June to November, 1919, he 
was OC, AIF troops in France and Flanders. In the interval between the two wars he was Director of Mobilisation and Director of Military Training. After 
the outbreak of the present war he was appointed GOC, Northern Command, and District Commandant of the First Military District. 


In April, 1940, he joined the Second AIF with the rank of brigadier, and soon afterwards left for service overseas. On his arrival in Britain he was promoted 
major-general, and appointed Commandant, AIF HQ in Britain, with the temporary command of the whole of the Australian forces in Britain. In October, 
1940, he took command of the newly formed 9th Australian Division, but after a short term in the Middle East he was compelled by ill-health to relinquish 
his command and return to Australia. In December, 1941, he was promoted lieutenant general, and appointed GOC, Eastern Command. He became lieutenant 
general, Administration, Land Headquarters, in April, 1942. 


He is survived by his wife (formerly Miss Ethel May White) and two sons, one of whom, Philip, is a war correspondent. The burial will be at Springvale 
Cemetery, with military honours. '

On his passing in 1965 the following obituary was published, 'The death occurred suddenly Sept. 1, at his Darling Point, Sydney, home of Captain George 
I.D.Hutcheson (68) after a long and distinguished career as an engineer and industrialist. Capt. Hutcheson had been chairman of the Standards Association of 
Australia for the past eight years and at the time of his death was chairman of Vickers Australia Pty Ltd. He was a past-president of the Australian Institute of 
Engineers, and also of the Chamber of Manufactures and the Metal Trades' Employers' Assn, a member of the Council of the University of NSW, and of the 
Technical Education Advisory Council. Earlier, Capt. Hutcheson served with distinction in the Royal Australian Navy throughout World War I as well as in 
World War II, retiring from the Navy in 1947.

In a very large article on the death of Rev. Rentoul published in The Argus, Melbourne on Fri 16 April 1926, p11, it is stated that this honour was conferred 
on him on the advice of Sir Ronald Munro Ferguson, the Governor General of Australia, which is notable considering that Reverend Rentoul was, in Australia, 
the most outstanding and fearless opponent of the South African War. 


The Very Reverend John Laurence Rentoul M.A, D.D., Professor at Ormond College, Melbourne, Victoria, age 69, born at Garvagh, Londonderry, Ireland; 
appointed Chaplain 1st Class and Chaplain General (Presbyterian), Australian Military Forces 01Dec1913; Enl.16Aug1916 in AIF, Chaplain's Dept; 
Emb.16Aug1916 for official inspection visit and on voyage was Transport Officer; to camp at Salisbury Plains, England followed by tour of operational areas 
in France and Flanders where he was under fire at Ypres; admitted to 14th General Hospital at Boulogne, France 31Oct1916 with severe bronchitis; RTA 
26Dec1916 and arrived 09Mar1917; Appt terminated 09Mar1917; on Reserve List in 1920; Chaplain General Rentoul delivered the address for the Anzac 
Memorial Service at Melbourne Cricket Ground in 1920. 


On 7 December 1926, eight months after his father's death, Chaplain-General Rentoul's son wrote to the OIC Records, 8 Military District requesting an 
unclaimed Peace Medal to his father be forwarded to his mother. This appears to be the 1919 Peace medalet that was issued to all Australian school children 
(see item with this lot). The OIC Records replied that the British War Medal was Chaplain General Rentoul's only medal entitlement. 


John Laurence Rentoul was born in Ireland, the son and grandson of Presbyterian ministers, the family being originally from Perth, Scotland. He was educated 
at Queen's College, Belfast graduating B.A. in 1867 and M.A. with first class honours a year later. He undertook postgraduate studies in theology at Leipzig, 
Germany and was ordained a minister in the Presbyterian Church of England in 1872. He was married to Annie Isobel Rattray at Southport on 30 October 


1878. He was nominated by another preacher, Oswald Dykes, for the position of Minister of St George's, East St Kilda, Melbourne. He and his wife left for 
Australia arriving in 1879. 


When he arrived in Australia there was a bitter battle within the Presbyterian Church in Victoria between two groups along theologian lines. Reverend Rentoul 
was outspoken towards one side of the debate and during this dispute he was able to secure one of two available appointments as a professor to the theological 
hall at Ormond College, Melbourne, mainly because his views aligned with those of the college. He became principal of the theological hall in 1906 and 
remained there until his death, lecturing in the mornings, attending to pastoral matters and answering correspondence. 


He was an advocate for various causes, for example he supported Home Rule for Ireland during the 1890s and delivered the St Patrick's Day address in 
Melbourne in 1901, he campaigned against Australian involvement in the South African War, in WWI he became Chaplain General in the AIF and was an 
advocate for conscription. In spite of his views, he nonetheless went to the defence of several of his theological students who were threatened with expulsion 
from Ormond College because they refused to enlist. 


Reverend Rentoul was a proponent of Federation but insisted that the constitution should recognise God. He also campaigned for scripture to be taught in 
government schools and through the Victorian Peace and Humanity Society he urged that the nation should use love and charity to provide guidance and help 
to the poor, the criminal, the Aborigine and workers. His portrait hangs in Ormond College. Reverend John Laurence Rentoul died on 15April 1926 after 
collapsing at Spencer Street Station in Melbourne and is buried at St Kilda Cemetery. 


Included with the lot is the WWI Certificate of Discharge of Reverend Rentoul's son, John Noel Rentoul, who was assessed as Medically Unfit before he had 
served. After John enlisted on 10 August 1915 representations were made to the Minister of Defence and these went down the line to the appropriate personnel 
in the Army and he was subsequently classified as medically unfit and discharged on 24 August 1915. The representations referred to the fact that John had 
a wife and child totally dependent upon him, also that he had an accident some years earlier that left him with a bad knee and that if he was injured during 
war service and unable to support his family, the task would fall upon his father, Reverend Rentoul, who was of an advanced age and already supporting his 
other son, Ormond, who unfortunately had lost his mind and was incapable of working, requiring an attendant to look after him.

In 1950, Major Watch advised the OIC, AIF Base Records in Canberra that 
his two WWI service medals had been lost when the Japanese invaded New 
Guinea. Subsequently, after payment of a fee and completion of a Statutory 
Declaration, the medals were replaced. It is interesting to note that the Victory 
Medal has a slightly different surface and is struck on a thinner blank. 


MBE (Civil): Appointment scroll dated 14/12/1937, to Norman Bennington 
Watch, Esq, L.R.C.P., L.R.C.S., D.P.H. - it was reported that this award 
was in recognition of distinguished service during the volcanic eruptions at 
that time in New Guinea.

Eric James Roberts, born 14Oct1928 at South Melbourne, Vic; Joined RAustInfy Corps and served in Korea with 3Bn RAR 28Sep-05Nov1950 and 16Mar- 
02Dec1951; WIA 25/26Oct1950. 


Eric James Roberts died of lung cancer at the age of 62 on 25 November 1990. At his funeral his eulogy was given by his lifelong friend, Stanley Connelly, 
who also served with him in 3RAR in Korea. Apart from relating the details of his early life he also gave an account of some of his service in Korea. The 
following is an excerpt from that eulogy which was approximately four and a half pages long. 


"We joined the Army together in 1949 and were sent to Puckapunyal to do our "Rookie Training". With us that day was a man who became a lifetime friend, 
Ron Dunque (awarded Military Medal in Korea). Before the end of 1949, we were sent to take part in the post-war occupation of Japan, and there became 
members of the 67th Australian Infantry Battalion, which was then stationed at Kure, about 200 miles south of Korea. Eric was not a good parade-ground 
soldier!!! 


He worked hard and diligently to get it right, but never could achieve the near perfection standards of drill and dress, demanded by his superiors in Japan. He 
never was and never could be happy or at ease on the parade-ground, but when the Korean war erupted, and a different sort of soldier was needed, suddenly 
Eric James was in his natural element, and at his best. 


Eric went to Korea with the first Australians to go. He landed at Pusan on 28 September, 1950, aboard the S.S.Aiken Victory, as a Bren-gunner in 6 platoon, 
B company, 3Bn, R.A.R. Right from day 1, his battalion was in the thick of it, and Eric as a front-line infantryman saw plenty of action. Then one night in 
late November, 1950, in a God-forsaken place called Pakchon, in a skirmish known historically as "The Battle of the Broken Bridge" Eric was shot in the 
chest during close quarter combat with the North Koreans. I saw him later that night being carried out on a stretcher. He was sitting upright, and he was 
complaining, very, very, loudly. No! Not because he was wounded and in pain, but because, and I quote him, "Those bloody gooks shot a hole through my 
new Yankee battle jacket." 


He recovered quickly, but that North Korean bullet was never removed from his body, and will go with him to share his reward today. That wound was a 
"Homer" as we said in those days, and he could have retired from the war with dignity, but that was not his way. His mates were there, and right or wrong 
he was going to be there with them. So back he came for another go. 


Not long after at another God-forsaken place called Kapyong, on Anzac Day, 1951, Eric was in the thick of it again. This time a battle for which his unit 
3RAR received the Distinguished Unit Award from the President of the U.S.A. Many of you will recognise the blue oblong insignia of that award on Eric's 
Service Medals. How proud he was to wear it, and how much he looked forward to joining his mates next year at the 40th anniversary of Kapyong. Well, it 
was not to be. More the pity.'

In The Mercury, Hobart, Tasmania on Monday 10 November 1902, page 5 was published the following report:- 'Well-earned Compliments. - Letters and 
personal congratulations have been received by Warrant Officer J.Chisholm, Hobart, on the notification of General Order No.205 of "Commonwealth of 
Australia Gazette", 31st October, 1902, of his having been awarded the medal for meritorious service, he having served for 42 years in the Defence Forces 
of Tasmania. He joined the 3rd Volunteer Rifle Company as Armourer Sergeant on June 7, 1860, and continued as a non-commissioned officer for that very 
long period, and retired as Ordnance Store-keeper on September 1, 1902.' 


J.Chisholm was a gun maker prior to 1860. In 1903, after his retirement from the Defence Force, he was a government appointed Inspector of Magazines 
and Explosives. 


State Meritorious Service Medals were discontinued in March 1902 when they were replaced by the Commonwealth of Australia Meritorious Service Medal. 
There are no recorded Tasmania Meritorious Service Medals and the assumption must be that when WO James Chisholm was awarded his Commonwealth 
of Australia Meritorious Service Medal that the medal naming section has picked up an unissued Tasmania medal, which looks almost identical to the 
Commonwealth issue and have impressed it for issue to Warrant Officer J.Chisholm. This is reinforced by the fact that the medal has the naming impressed, 
as with many Commonwealth of Australia issues, instead of the normal engraved naming on State issues.

The defence of the mission depot at Rorke's Drift was one of the British Army's most historic battles when about 150 British soldiers fought off around 4,000 
Zulu warriors. At the start of 1879 the British force invaded Zululand however they underestimated the Zulus who side-stepped the main column and instead 
attacked and wiped out most of the troops that had been left in camp at Isandlwana. The Zulus then prepared to attack the British at the depot and hospital 
they had established at Rorke's Drift using the mission station operated by a Swedish missionary, Reverend Otto Witt. 


Those who survived the massacre at Isandlawana went to Rorke's Drift. Observers on a hill saw parties of Zulus advancing toward the mission station and it 
was decided to try and defend the mission because trying to evacuate while transporting hospital patients would slow them down and they would be caught 
by the Zulus. Although mostly armed only with spears and shields the Zulu warriors were formidable opponents. The defenders set up barricades around the 
mission station and the buildings were loop-holed for defence. When the Zulu warriors arrived they tried to storm the defence line but were held at bay, mostly 
by soldiers of the 24th Foot, the unit in which Corporal John Key was serving. Many Zulus were shot and those who did manage to scale barricades were 
forced back. Wounded British soldiers that could, reloaded rifles and distributed ammunition to those still fighting. The Zulus were at a distinct disadvantage 
because they were mostly armed with spears and those who did have rifles had no training in how to use them and generally were poor shots. 


Disgustingly, as the battle continued, the Zulus attacked the hospital, setting it on fire, and started killing patients until they were finally pushed back by 
soldiers using bayonets. Several patients were killed or perished in the fire, but those that survived and most of the soldiers then moved into a barricaded area 
in the centre of the mission station and it was here that they were successful in finally forcing the Zulus to retreat. The Zulus regathered but it appears that 
they were aware that a relief column under the command of Lord Chelmsford was approaching from the area of Isandlwana and so they retreated. Almost 
everyone of the British Army members were injured, although only 17 were killed, and the Zulu losses totalled about 500. 


Following this historic and heroic battle, a total of eleven Victoria Crosses and five Distinguished Conduct Medals were awarded to the survivors. This is the 
most awards of the Victoria Cross than for any other battle in history. The battle received worldwide recognition when it was immortalised in the 1964 movie 
titled Zulu, starring famous British actors, Stanley Baker playing Lieutenant John Chard, Royal Engineers, who was in command at the Battle of Rorke's Drift, 
Michael Caine playing Lieutenant Gonville Bromhead, 24th Foot, who was second in command and Jack Hawkins who played Reverend Otto Witt.

George Arthur Corby was a pilot with 209 Sqn based at Oban, Scotland. 
The squadron was equipped with Lerwick I flying boats. On 20 February 
1940 he took off to do escort duty but was forced back to base due to 
bad weather. On returning to Oban he decided to land well out in Firth of 
Lorne owing to poor visibility. Apparently owing to an error of judgement 
he stalled the aircraft onto the water causing it to bounce several times and 
in doing this the starboard wing tip float was knocked off and the aircraft 
heeled over causing water to enter through the windows. Flt Sgt Corby, 
captain of the aircraft was drowned and his body recovered. He was buried 
at Langdon Hills St Mary's Old Church, Melton, Mowbrey, Billericay, Essex, 
England. Two other personnel were saved and another two were missing 
and believed drowned. 


The Lerwick I flying boat was prone to accidents. They entered service 
with 209 Sqn in December 1939 and throughout their time of service all 
the Lerwicks were grounded twice for urgent safety modifications and the 
squadron began losing aircraft due to accidents. Only 21 of this type of 
aircraft were built. They had several poor handling characteristics including 
a vicious stall. Ten were lost to accidents and finally they were declared 
obsolete in 1942.
